HOT AIR POLITICAL SIMOONS 


Never was there such an apathy upon the 
part of the people over a presidential campaign 
as there is right now in this country, One can- 
not get a raise out of anybody on politics, and 
apparently the people, taking them as a whole, 
all over the country, do not care a whoop who 


is elected, or. whether anybody is elected at att 
or not. 


We heard one man say who recéntly attended 
a show in a large city that when a picture of 
Cox receiving notification of hi§ nomination was 
thrown on the screen, not a single hand-clap was 
sounded, and that when a similar scene as to 
Harding was shown two men responded with 
slight applause. According to this, Harding must 
be about two votes ahead at this writing. 

As near as We are able to find out, many thou- 
Sands of. people in all walks of life are thorough- 
ly disgusted with the modern game: of politics: 
hence ‘the apathy on their part, Probably there 
are’ several! millions who feel that way about: it. 
They have reasoned, with more or less logic, 


«that the difference to the individual is so slight; 


as between the,administration of affairs by one 
political aggregation and by another, that it 
takes a microscope to find it, and so many of 
them do not bother to register or go to the 
polls at all, At the presidential primaries there 
was only thirty per cent of the vote polled. 

But in spite of all the apathy, and in spite of 
the fact that there are really only two issues: 
League of Nations and division, of the spoils of 
office; and one of them has no place in partisan 
politics, the din of clap-trap- orators and phono- 
graph spielers rendg the air with torrents of 
abuse of each other and laudation of their par- 
ticular party or candidate, and the partisan press 
of the big cities echoes it all and adds to it, 
until a peaceful citizen, deafened by the din of 
jazz mouths and wading neck-deep through the 
turgid tide of dialectical. dishwater, fain would 
say, “A plague on both your houses.” 

In the name of high heaven, or anywhere 


‘else, what is this ear-splitting, nerve-destroying 


cackle all about? The League of Nations? Not 
one in a hundred of those who are forcing so 
much hot air through their faces has read it 
or knows the provisions it sets forth, and could- 
n't. define Article X to save from being damned. 

The average citizen believes that ‘it is a war 
for political pie, rather than a legitimate con- 
troversy, and that the g, 0,,.D. spellbinder who 
proclaims that President Wilson is an autocrat 
who has brought the country to the verge of 
ruin, and the Democratic ‘“‘liberator’’ who pro- 
claims that America stands only one possible 
show of living, and that is:the triumphant elec- 
tion of Cox, ought to.be tethered together out 
on the desert of Utah or Arizone, where their 
praying would disturb nobody and where they 
could comfortably kick each other to death. 

The country is all right—greatest country 
ever on the face of the earth—and is going to 
keep on being just that, and then some; and i 
is barely possible that the parceling of the 
emoluments, power and pie has much less to do 
with that great fact than the jaw-rattling, 
Ibather-lunged professional politicians, large of 
girth and small of head, would lead the Ameri- 
can people to believe, 


COWLESS MILK

Many a man who in early youth was driven 
from the farm because he had to milk a platoon 
of brindle cows, or teach their enthusiastic off- 
springs to drink from a pail, or apply perpet- 
ual motion to an old-fashioned churn, may go 
back, again if the scientists come up to their ad- 
vance notices.
